Sierra Madrean on symphony board 

larse shares WWII exo 


“Sierra Madreans are so fortunate to have 
the Pasadena Symphony—we don’t have to drive 
all the way downtown,” Jacob Maarse extoled 
the benefits of the organization for whom he’s a 
board member and an avid supporter. 

The Sierra Madrean speaks with a slight Dutch 
accent which remains from his first two decades of 
life in the Netherlands. 

Maarse is also a supporter of Daniel Lewis 
who resigned recently as conductor of the Pasadena 
Symphony and blames the media for blowing the 
disagreement between Lewis and the symphony 
board members out of proportion. 

“1 have great respect for Daniel Lewis. He 
has respect from the orchestra. He’s done beautiful 
things but the orchestra has also done great things 
for Daniel Lewis. He’s a great personal friend of 
mine,” Maarse said last week. Maarse’s present 
life here is very different from his native Holland, 
particularly the harrowing experience of being under 
Nazi rule during the WWII years. 

“Before the war I would go with my father to 
Amsterdam. We heard Wilhelm Mengenberg, the 
greatest conductor in northwest Europe. Then 
during the war there were no concerts, probably 
because most of the orchestra were Jewish.” 

He remembers great deprivation during the 
war but explains that he and his family were lucky 
^cause they lived out in the country near the fam¬ 
ily nursery and they could grow their own vege¬ 


tables. People in the cities were not that lucky 
and often went hungry. “We had no bread but we 
grew potatoes and beans.” 

He remembers seeing “dog fights” between 
planes above him and hearing strafing nearby since 
they were located near Schiphol Airport. 

“My father was in the underground and we 
published clandestine newspapers. Under a carpet 
in our home we had an opening where we kept an 
old-fashioned radio and the map of Russia.” As 
they heard about the progression of the war they 
would keep track of the battles with pins on the map. 

“I get goosebumps when I hear Beethoven’s 
5th Symphony because that was the opening theme 
of Radio Orange who reported the news on short¬ 
wave.” 

Wasn’t his family fearful of being so actively 
involved in the Underground Movement? “Every¬ 
body did it,” Maarse answered, shrugging his 
shoulders. 

“The Germans became too vicious and too 
dangerous. After awhile we became more careful 
and put on no demonstrations because they would 
shoot people on sight for that sort of thing.” 

Maarse explained that in a town the size of 
Sierra Madre they would choose 1(X) of the pro¬ 
minent people in town, including councilmembers 
and other town leaders, and publish that list. After 
any aggressive action, the top 10 would be shot in

the city square. “My father and all my uncles were 
on that list,” Maarse remembered. 

Did the Maarse family have any Jewish friends? 
Maarse exhibited a wooden sculpture done of his 
aunt and explained that the Jewish artist who did 
that piece was picked up one day and never heard 
from again. 

Maarse has a sister who has always played the 
piano very well, and during the last year of the war 
the Nazis were always looking for Dutch men to do 
hard physical labor for them. Maarse’s father al¬ 
ways hid the boy in the nursery when soldiers came. 

One day while the sister was playing the piano 
a young German officer heard her, stopped to 
listen. Maarse’s father spoke to the officer in Ger¬ 
man, remarking of his enjoyment of music. The 
young Nazi said he had been a pianist before being 
drafted in the army, and he sat down and played 
for awhile. Maarse expressed his father’s sadness 
at seeing the officer get up from the piano, 
strap on his gun and leave. Maarse implied the 
waste of having that sort of talent fighting the 
losing war. 

Maarse said his father was a frustrated musician 
although he was a nurseryman by trade. The elder 
Maarse played violin and the Sierra Madrean’s 
mother sang in a good choir for 30 years. His 
uncle played with Pierre Monteaux in San Francis¬ 
co and the young 20-year-old decided to come out to 
hear his uncle. Soon he found a job in Pasadena 
where he started a small flower shop close to 
Preble’s Market. The present flower shop named 
after Maarse in Pasadena was started in 1967. 

Maarse exhibits his love of music by being an 
active board member for the Pasadena Symphony 
and explains that he is on the program committee 
and also assists in fundraising. 

He and his wife, Gladys, an Iranian, have four 
children: Karen who attends Loyola Law School, 
Hank who is getting a business degree from USC, 
Glen who is in his first year at UC Berkeley and 
Mona who is married to Scott Delahooke, son of 
Doug and Jane Delahooke of Sierra Madre.

lescent facility. Another possibility is short term 
care such as stroke rehabilitation and post surgery 
recuperation. Retaining acute care licensure is an 
option that will have to be considered by the board.” 

How soon will the final decision come? “By 
the end of September,” Harris predicts. “Change 
could take place very quickly or over several 
months.” 

He explains that two “financial people” are 
going over the books very carefully now and job 
analyses are being completed. 

“We must solve the cash flow problems. 
Without major changes we can’t come to a break¬ 
even point and major changes cannot come about 
immediately.

tuation we need to refurbish the hospital. We will 
do one-half of the hospital at a time.” 

Harris says one of his goals is to give “new 
spark” to the auxiliary. “Auxiliary and community 
relations are absolutely vital. We have two candy 
stripers now working in geriatric care. They are 
enthused and the patients are enthused.” 

How many beds are currently being used at 
the hospital? Twenty-five out the possible 49 beds, 
Harris answers. 

To what does Harris attribute this immediate 
increase in usage? 

“Word is out that Methodist has the facility 
and there’s renewed hope.” 

Harris lives in La Crescenta, and he and his 
wife of seven years are expecting their first child. 

He was born and raised in the San Fernando 
Valley, received his first training at Valley College 
then continued at Cal State L.A. with BA and 
Masters degrees in nursing and nursing administra¬ 
tion.
